Here you see eighteen lilies—blooming in all their splen- 
dor—Blue Beauty, Mrs. Pring, Pershing, Chicago, Pink Pearl, August Koch, Juno, Missouri—all these varieties are reliable, 
equally dependable in keeping up a continuous display of fragrant blossoms. In planting, the lilies were placed in boxes, 
containing about a bushel of soil, as the pool is deep a concrete block was placed under each box to bring the top of lily 
box to about 10 inches below water level.
